July 17, 1814, at evening, after Divine 
Service, having taken leave of all the 
brethren and sisters of the Church, left 
Agra, in company with dear brother 
| Frederic; and arrived about midnight at 
the Serai, where Mayut Messee had gone 
on before. Inthe way had much con- 
versation with brother Frederic on the 
| fear of God, which he promised, by God’s 
| help to attend to. 
July 18.—Brother Frederic returned 
_toAgra. I and Khadim Messee, having 
| mounted, proceeded out of the Serai. 
Two travellers, Mahometans, seeing me, 


said one to another, “ That fat fellow, 
| having plundered all the Feringees at 


Agra, is now going to collect spoils in 
other places. No doubt his two trunks 
are full of gold-mohurs.” The other 


| said, * This is the way of such black- 


guard,pork-eating, faith-selling fellows.” 
I took no notice of what they said. 
July 19.—On the way, at a Fakeer’s 


| abode, met with three Mahometans ; 
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disgracing yourself inthe sight of the 
world.” Mayut answexed, “ J am sorry 
for you, that you are ignorant of the way 
of salvation; and know not that Hicu 
One, who is preferable to Father, and 
Uncle, and all relation ; who took the 
punishment of our sing upon himself, 
and through faith in wim we obtain re- 
demption ; nor do-you qnquire after his 
word; and, when it is t@ki you, you will 
not obey it.” The twotiprsemen began 
to say warmly, “ In the Day of Judgment 
we shall see ; and you will never be for- 
given.” Mayut replied, * Those who 
believe not on the Lord Jesus Christ, 
such will be their condition: and now 
cease to urge me; lest you be offended 
yet more.” 

July 21.—Tiie writer alighted in the 
Serai (Inn) where seven or eight Moon- 
shees (great men, needy in regard of re- 
ligion, but wealthy in respect of this 
world; having their eyes darkened, and 
their ears stopped and filled, with their 
own importance,) for the puvishment of 
my sins, were my neighbots. As soon 
as I said to the kecper of the Serai, “1 
/; am a Christian: let new vesscls be 
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with our good or evil?” They then arose, 
and said one to another, “ This person 
desires to make us Feringees, like him- 
self; but we will never agree.” 

July 24.—We put up again at Meran- 
kee Serai. There a descendant of Ma- 
homet, with a white beard. named Mcer 
Noor Ali, came to me, and, saluting me 
aiter the Mahometan manner, sat down 
beside me, and inquired whence I came. 
I answered, “ From Agra.” He said, 
“[ would know from you the state of 
things there ; for I have heard, for some 
time past, that many people are becom- 
ing Christians ; and that a Sahib is come 
from Calcutta; and, with him, a very 
learned man, who turns away many Ma- 
hometans from the faith. You are a 
Mahometan : from you I shall know the 
truth of this report.” I answered, “God 
keep me from becoming a Mahometat ! 
{ was a Musselman ; and, by the grace 
of God, have obtained a Christian Name. 
| May God keep me in that faith until 
| death !” Greatly wondering, he said, 
| * Perhaps you are of those very people.”

A society has recently been formed in Lon- 
don “* for the relief of the stifering poor in the 
north of England.” We have no other ac- 
quaintance with its object than is furnished by 
letters addressed by the sufferers to the 
Society. From these it appears that ow- 
ing to a decline in the coal and iron trade, 
many of the iron works and collieries that 
have been hitherto kept at work, are stop- 


ped—in a place near Birmingham some thou- | 
sands have been out of work many months, liv- | 


ing upon charity and the sdle of their house- 
hold furniture ; in the township of Bilston a- 


lone are 717 fimilies without food except what | 


is given by cliarity ; and in five parishes there 
are 15,000 out of employment. The parishes 
are overwhelmed by the numbers applying for 
aid, and could afford but a partial support— 
Liberal individuals exerted themselves to re- 
lieve the sufferers, but their resources were 
soon found inadequate. Companies of 5, 8, or 


12 poor manufacturers, able and willing to | 


work, had daily to solicit bread in vain, and to 


go to the fields to procure what they could.— ;

a correspondent with whom we are acquainted: 


“I have received a Jong letter from an old | 


friend, an officer of rank, dated Plantation 
House, St. Helena, 19th of May ; and although 
he had been there five weeks, he had anly seen 
Bonaparte once, from his very ert dislike to 
allthe high authorities set ovef him. The 
first day after the Governor arrived, he went, 
accompanied by the Admiral, and attended 
by other Officers.

To fireserve .Corn.

This may be of serviee, but I would be pleased 
if you would give the following effectual reme- 
dy aplace in your paper. 

When Cucumbers show the marks of the 
bug, take Scotch Snuff and sornkle it over the 
| Plants in the morning, when the dew is on, re- 
peat this once or twice. as shall be found ne- 
cessary, and it will effectually drive off the
